They 
also refuse to settle the demands of Mr. Lewis 
for the liberation of imprisoned proteges and 
the payment of their claims within thirty days 
as Mr. Lewis demands. The negotiations are 
still pending. The Sultan will place the case 
for Morocco, with the above reservations, in 
the hands of the German Minister. Count 
Qinguegalll, the Italian Minister, will umpire 


for the United States. Cinquegalli, it will 
be remembered, while Secretary of 
the Italian Legation at Washbing- 
ton, shortly after Lincoln’s assassina- 
tion, was nearly lynched, owing 


to his remarkable resemblance to Wilkes 
Booth, tor whom he was mistaken. In my 
opinion the present negotiations will have no 
result, and the departure this evening of the 
Guinnebaug is generally considered prema- 
ture and impolitic. All in touch with the coun- 
olls of the Sultan assure me that he is as firm 
in his refusal to recede from the position he 
has maintained throughout as he was last 


month.

Artists—Late Theatrical Successes.

The public of Paris 
seems to have lost in- 


* 4 terest in this show, 
and though varnishing day was well 
attended, the subsequent days have 


produced the poorest results. One reason of 
this is doubtless the uncertain weather which 
prevents ladies from putting on spring cos- 
tumes. A dingier looking public than the 
one that has been at the Palais d’Industrie 
this week, one has rarely seen. 

BOULANGER’S PORTRAIT FALLS FLAT. 

It had been hoped by the Boulangists that 
the fine portrait of the General by 
Bin, in one of the side rooms, might provoke 
some manifestations, and ardent partisans 
have been seen to stand before it for a long 
time, after the fashion and with the same ob- 
ject as the professional window-gazers of 
New York, but with no avail. The pic- 
ture attracts no attention. True it is in 
a room where there is much of interest to in- 
spect, such as the large historical picture by 
Brunet of the exploit of Le Grand Ferre, who 
killed seven Englishmen and stands covered 
with Anglo-Saxon gore, to the admiration of 
all patriots,at which the General leers approv- 
ingly from his frame. 

THE PRESIDENT’S PORTRAIT. 

Carnot’s portrait in the entrance to the 
Salon attracts more attention, and is much 
admired by the ladies. I heard flattering 
things said of his beard and of his dignified 
attitude. Handsome Mounet-Sully as Hamlet, 
hard by, appealsin vain fornotice. Meanwhile 
Carnot stares at the great alllegorical subject 
which represents the ringing of the tocsin, a 
republican subject enough. Opposite him, 
suggestive of regicide and guillotine, a head- 
less saint walks through a yellow cornfield. 


WICKED OLD GENTLEMEN. 

I have noticed since I first visited the salon 
that it is the habit of old gentlemen 
here to tarry in front of the Temp 
tations of Saint Anthony.’’ He is 
severely tempted this year, and iin 
many places, and in front of each such 
picture stands a group of fogies, each won- 
dering whether he would be as strong as the 
saint. Hard by the principal ‘‘Temptation’’ 
is a picture before which housewives love 
to stand, finding it, as they say, the prettiest 
in all the show, and whick represents 
a baker and his wife weighing their first-born 
in the shop scales and finding it good weight 
indeed. 

VARIED AND AMUSING TASTES. 

It is one of the most amusing features of the 

Salon to watch what pictures most interest the 


various classes of society. The women 
seem to delight chiefly in horrid 
deeds. There was quite a crowd before Saint 


Germier’s ‘‘Navaja,’’ which represents a 
Spanish knifing scene. A red-haired Jezabel 
lying in the mud, with all her jewels scattered 
around her and dogs preparing to deyour ber, 
attracts much female attention. The crowd 
shuddersa little, and screams are heard, 
but still they stay and look. Before 
a common -place painting represent- 
ing the expulsion from a garden of 
two unhappy no-rentersI noticed one of the 
largest landlords of Paris. Devout old ladies 
from the Faubourg St. Germain pause rever- 
ently before such pictures as George Hitch- 
cock’s ‘‘Anpuneiation,’’ where the Holy 
Virgin stands amazed among pre-Raphaelitic 
lilies,or Ernest Major’s ‘‘Saint Genevieve, ag 
knitting she leads Ler sheep through a blue- 
spangled field. 
POPULAR AND UNPOPULAR SUBJECTS. 

Apropos, religious subjects are rare this 
year, andeven the classics have been little 
touched. Portraits, genre and historical 
subjects predominate. I did not see a single 
Perseus, although there are usually at 


least a dozen in the Paris Salon. 
On the other hand there are many 
harem scenes. A large white slave 


smoking is much admired. It is the most hid- 
eous face I have seen. A similar subject be- 
fore which ladies stand is a picture called 
The Favorite, representing a young girl 
crossing the harem court in front of a file of 
black slaves. Nudities are very rare 
this year. I only noticed one—a 
young girl bathing—which was hid in a 
corner. Political allusions fly about the salon. 
A boulevard wit finds that one of the pigs ina

ENGLISH ART EXHIBITIONS. 


At the Royal Academy—The Grosvenor’s 
Sevusation—irish Politics.

7 = poorest collec- 
tion of pictures put on exhibition for some 
years, but of the entire exhibit of two thou- 
sand and odd pictures and drawings there are 
scarcely one dozen that are worthy of ex- 
tended notice, and of this small number there 
is not one worthy of purchase for any perma- 
nent gallery collection. The absolute lack 
of merit in the great mass of the 
pictures is absolutely appalling. This is 
shown in the utter lack of originality or 
semblance of idea and the bad color and 
wolse drawing. Where the drawing is fairly 
good there isa weakness of finish and a lack 
of strength that would not be exousabile in 
the work of mere amateurs. 

ALMA TADEMA’S PICTURE. 

The picture which attracted the greatest 
crowd was Alma Tadema’s Roses of Helio- 
gabalus.’’ This famous artist sent only one 
picture this year; last year his Women of 
Amphyssa was the triumph of the exhibi- 
tion and was sold for 6,000 guineas before it 
was shown tothe public. This year Tadema 
has tried a most daring experiment and, 
as compared with previous achievye- 
ments, he has made 6 seonspicuous 
failure. He has selected an incident 
in the career of the young monster Helioga- 
baius, the Roman Emperor, who was mur- 
dered at 18, on account of his career of eccen- 
trio and unrelenting atrocity. The episode 
selected represents a practical joke played by 
this Emperor upon an assembled group of 
guests who were dining with him under a 
canopy upon which he has had placed an 
enormous mass of rose leaves. At the close 
of the dinner this canopy by trick was made 
to fall, burying the guests nearly from sight. 
In this picture there is shown Tadema’s most

The Emperor and his 
associates look like so many lay figures, while 
the attitudes of the fallen guests suggest noth- 
ing but the mere grouping of well-selected 
studio models. Its excellent and unsurpassed 
features relate entirely to its still life por- 
tions. 
SIR FREDERICK LEIGHTON’S EFFORT. 

The second picture which challenged rival 
attention was a huge ciassical piece by Sir 
Frederick Leighton. It reprente the captive 
Andromache. It is composed according 
to strict classical lines. Its figures are well 
drawn, and are posed and draped according 
to the most hallowed tradition. The result 
produced is tiresome and uninteresting, ex- 
cept to lovers of hack conventionality am- 
bling gracefully in old-time worn grooves, 

TWO NOTABLE CANVASES. 

The two really notable pictures are Niobe“ 
by Solomon Solomons, a young artist, and a 
portrait of the Comtesse de Regi by Carolus 
Duran. The figure of Niobe in the former 
picture is something more than a mere repro- 
duction ot the pose of the model. It is a 
strong and beautiful figure, with an expres- 
sion of anguish ag she bears her 
dead child down the marble palatial 
stairway over the bodies of lovely women in 
postures of death and despair. It is such a 
painting as should entitle the artist to prompt 
admission to the Academy, which is sadly in 
need of new biood. 

GOOD PORTRAITS. 

The best pictures in other parts of the col- 
lection are portraits, and of these Frank Hall’s 
stands pre-eminent. His portrait of Glad- 
stone is a superb character study. His picture 
of the Prince of Wales is not so good, as it 
flatters grossly. His portrait of John L. Town- 
send of New York is especially good. Ethel 
Martlock shows a very good portrait of Secre- 
tary Endicott. Sir John Millais appears this 
year with simply a landscape example called 
‘*Murtly Moor. It is a bare, desolate and 
evidently amost faithful reproduction of a 
careful northern study, but the subject is not 
picturesque. 

A GROUP OF LANDSCAPES, 

D. A. Baughton has a good landscape study 
of the Isle of Wight scenery. The figures in 
the picture are small and subordinate. There 
are several bold attemptsto present the nude 
in art at the Academy but British artists are 
not happy in their anatomical studies. The 
‘*Danaids,’’ by Joy, is the boldest attempt 
yet to reveal pictorially to the srhinking Brit- 


ish public the mysteries of female 
lovliness. No one could gaze 
upon the lanky figures on this 


canvas without sl.uddering. There were 
several mulatto Adams and Eves, but not one 
of them reached what might be classed as the 
lamest level of art. 

THE GROSVENOR SENSATION. 

The Grosyenor Gallery has succeeded very 
welithis year in spite of the secession of part 
of its members. The great sensation here is 
the picture by Shannon of Myrrha. a lan- 
guishing beauty ina white filmy robe which 
barely conceals her willowy, oriental figure. 
About her waist isasash of dazzling colors. 
She reclines against a tiger skin. This figure 


is painted with such passion that 
it stirs the most callous. Natur- 
ally, gossips soon found ont that 


the artist had been fortunate enough to have 
for his model one of the most beautiful women 
in London, and with whom he is madly in 
love. 

EMPRESS VICTORIA’S PICTURE. 

Another picture which has made some talk 

is in the Haymarket Gallery. It is by the 
Empress of Germany. It is a hard 
water-color study of San Remo— 
a flower girl painted upon dlue crayon paper, 
leaving the paper untouched as the back- 
ground. If it were not by the Empress it 
could not finda place in any gallery. It is 
absolutely devoid of merit. 

IRELAND AND THE VATICAN, 


Ireland and the Vatican are 88711 
the leading topics, as it is be- 
lieved the Pope will issue further 


instructions to the Irish priests. The English 
Tory politicians naturally exaggerate the 
Pope’s influence on the question ot Irish poli- 
tics, while in Irish National cirtles itis freely 
conceded thatthe Pope’s decree is a serious 
check. It is not believed that the 
action of the Pope can have any 
real effect in defeating the Home Rule 
movement. The decree will have no real 
effect, unless the bishops are commanded to 
refuse to grant absolution to the Irish who 
disobey its decrees. I had a conversation 
to-day with a gentleman who spent some 
years as a student for the priesthood 
in the Irish College at Maynooth and 
whois upon terms of the utmost intimacy 
with all the dignitaries of the Irish hierarchy, 
from Archbishop Walsh down to the latest ac- 
cession tothe ranks of bishops. He informs 
me that the Latin document contains no abso- 


lute command as to refusal of absolu- 
tion. The words in the original text 
are in the form more of exhorta- 


tion than command. Something of the course 
of the Pope will be shown in the case of Arch- 
bishop Walsh, If Walsh is sent back to Dub- 
lin, as it is now reported he will be, there will 
be no open revolt. If Walsh, who approved 
the plan of campaign, is sent back there 
open schism will be avoided. Absolu- 
tion was refused to members of the 
Fenian organizations in the past without 
breaking them up. If this extreme is now 
adopted even that will not be sufficient to 
destroy the National League. 
OPINIONS OF IRISH LEADERS. 

None of the Irish leaders have yet said 
much. Mr. Parnell isto speak at the Eighty 
Club on Tuesday next, and a friend 
of mine, who saw him to-day, 
informs me that the Irish leader will make an 
important pronouncement. As Mr. Parnell 
has had a long conference with Mr. Gladstone 
lately upon the situation, and is widely cred- 
ited with being at least neutral on the subject 
of the plan of campaign about which he has 
complained that he was never consulted, his 
speech is awaited with the very keenest in- 
terest.

A $41,000 PACKAGE OF MONEY STOLEN 
FROM THE ADAMS EXPRESS. 


The Package Made Up of Mutilated Bills 
and Forwarded to the United States 
Treasurer by the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank.

Blanchard of the Ad-

trundled the big safe 
that makes daily trips 
between New York 
and Washington into 
the Treasury Depart- 
ment this morning he 
had no idea that with.

ecealed a big surprise 
for himself as well as 
the officials of the De- 
partment. The lock 
of the safe was thrown 
aS back, the doors 
N opened and one by one 

Teo me packages which 

daily reach the office of the redemption agent 
from banks all over the country were 
tossed upon a convenient table. These 
packages contain currency which 
the wear and tear of circulation have 
mutilated and which is forwarded to the 
Treasurer of the United States to be ex- 
changed forcrisp new National Bank notes, 
silver certificates or coin. Among the packa- 
ges which are very similar in appearance and 


very neatly made up was one which 
at once attracted the attention of 
Mr. Rogers, the veteran chief of 
the redemption division. It was 


more bulky than the others and seemed to 
have been but loosely wrapped up. 

‘*Looks like a suit ot clothes, said he, as 
he took it up. Outwardly there appeared to 
be nothing wrong with it. It bore the cus- 
tomary label addressed 
To the Treasurer of the United States, Redemption 

Division“ 
and in the upper right-hand corner was the 
imprint of the American Exchange National 
Bank of New York and the figures $41,000. On 
both sides of the package were the big wax 
seals upon which all banks rely forthe safety 
of the packages sent out by them. Men 
who daily bandle bundles of greenbacks 
and those who lift and toss about packages 
containing them soon learn to distinguish 
between money and merchandise. It did not 
take Mr. Rogers long to make up his mind 


that this suspicious looking bundle did 
not contain money. Taking out a 
pocket-knife he deftly slit the packet 


open without mutilating the seal and dis- 
closed to view a thick wad of common brown 
paper, nothing more. Turning with a smile

DECLINED TO RECEIPT FOR THE PACKAGE. 

General Manager George W. Moss of the 
Adams Express Co., was at once sent for. 
He arrived in a few minutes and proceeded to 
examine the package closely. The label was 
carefully removed and it was discovered that 
it had been out from another package. 
Around the edge of it could be seen a thin 
line of light brown paper which had not been 
entirely trimmed away.

It is the theory of the express company that 
an employe of the bang who had 
access to the seals prepared the 
dummy and with the aid of aconfederate cut 
the label from the first package that was sent 
out from the bank, pasting it upon the bogus 
bundle and making away with the 
original. The fact that no letter 
of advice accompanied or preceded 
the packet, at first created the impression 
that the whole affair was a hoax, but both the 
Treasury officials and the employe of the 
express company are satisfied that a bold and 
perhaps successful attempt has been make to 
rob the American Exchange National Bank of 
$41,000 in more or less worn but still valid 
legal tender.

BLAINE AND HARRISON. 


The Philadelphia Times of yesterday 
published a triple-leaded New York dis- 
patch, which Col. McCiuRE vouches for 
as emanating from the most authentic 
source, announcing that Mr. BLADE has 
telegraphed to his friends that he would 
accept the party nomination, if tendered 
in spite of his Florence letter. This cul- 
mination has been clearly foreshadowed 
by the course of the New York Tribune 
ever since that letter was published. It 
has been apparent to every one that his 
confidential friends have treated that 
letter from the beginning as intended 
only to place him in the position of a pas- 
sive candidate, not seeking the honor, but 
willing, if it should seek him, to obey the 
call of his party. Now, as soon as the 
solid Indiana delegation is secured for his 
chosen running-mate, HARRISON, the as- 
surance is given that Mr. BLarNe will 
accept. 

The Indiana instruction for HARRISON 
was the first triumphant development of 
the Blaine programme. BLaine thinks 
that he carried Indiana for the Republic- 
ans in 1880 by nominating Gen. GaRFIELD, 
and that if he had had Gen. HARRISON, a 
member of GARFIELD’s church, for a run- 
ning mate in 1884 he would have carried 
that State again and been elected. So the 
Harrison movement is a Blaine move- 
ment, and it will be seen that if BLIA NN is 
nominated HARRISON will be on the ticket 
with him. 

On the other hand the Gresham move- 
ment is just as plainly anti-Blaine, and 
is destined to rally all the elements ear- 
nestly averse to a repetition of the contest 
of 1884. It is known that LOGAN and his 
friends came out of that defeat with a 
strong feeling against BrLaIne. It was 
natural therefore that Illinois should take 
the lead of the anti-Blaine forces and 
should try to paralyze the Blaine pro- 
gramme from the outset with an Indiana 
Republican of the Gresham type. 

With the Chicago Tribune and the lead- 
ing Republican papers of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota rallying the Northwest to 
GRESHAM, the New York Tribune will 
havea hard time getting the New York 
delegation for BLaIne and the latter will 
not have a walk-over, 

WOMAN’S WILL AND HER WORK. 

The Methodist General Conference, in 
session in New York, has had a pro- 
tracted debate over the admission of 
women as lay delegates. The five sisters 
seeking admission were Mrs. Van WX of 
Pittsburg, Mrs. WILLARD of lllinois, Mrs. 
LaTHROP of Michigan, Mrs. NEwMaN and 
Miss Nip, all distinguished as publio 
teachers and leaders in reformatory 
movements. 

There were no such women in Corinth, 
and there are in this country no such le- 
galand social restrictions on women as 
prevailed in Judwa when St. Pau wrote 
to the Corinthians: ‘‘Let your women 
keep silence in the churches, for it is not 
permitted unto them to speak.’’ But al- 
though that legal disability is not found 
in our laws and we have long been edu- 
cating women for the learned profes- 
sions, for authorship and forthe lecture 
stand, a strong party in the Conference 
opposed their admission as an innovation 
upon the usages of the church and denied 
the fitness of the sex to discharge the du- 
ties of delegates in a church conference. 

The strongest point made against them, 
however, was the assertion that a very 
large majority of the feminine members 
of the church were opposed to the as- 
sumption of such duties and functions 
by persons of their sex. So long as this 
can be said with truth, it will be woman’s 
own will rather than man’s that debars 
her from the franchises and functionary 
roles demanded for all by a few of the sex.

They are the mainstay of every 
congregation and the pastors all know it, 
and know, too, just how they feel about 
putting women forward to fill church 
offices or to minister as shepherds to the 
flock. There are a great many things 
which, without the least idea of self-dispar- 
agement, the women, God bless them, will 
always prefer to have done by men, and 
the great majority of them are more in- 
tent upon directing the men and finding 
something for them to do than upon tak - 
ing new duties and responsibilities upon 
themselves. 
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TO CONCEDE or to prove that VoorRHEES 
was a foul-mouthed Southern sympa- 
thizer during the war or that INGALLs is 
now ‘‘a great liar and a dirty dog’’ would 
not throw any light on the living ques- 
tions the Senate meets to consider and de- 
wide.

GOOD CROP PROSPECTS. 


Minnesota and Dakota Will Have Better 
Crops Than Last Year. 


Ly Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

St. Pau, Minn., May5.—On the 5th of May 
last year seeding in Minnesota and Dakota 
was finished and the crop had been put in the 
ground in excellent condition and under the 
most favorable conditions of weather. This 
— itis different. The season has deen 

ackward and cold and more rain fell in this 
State in April than ever before. The late 


rains have stopped seeding entirely in nearly 
all parts, of the Northwest. The ground is wet 
and cold. No progress has been made during 
the past week and unless the weather is of the 
best nothing can be done for nearly 
a week more. This is particularly true of the 
southern part of Minnesota. Iu many of the 
southern counties the ground was wet before 
the last rains, and in some places is now cov- 

ered with water, so that it will be a week be- 

fore teams can be taken to the flelds, even 
with the best of weather from this ‘time. 

Farmers are getting discouraged over the sit- 

uation. With ten days of good weather the 
remainder of the crop would be sown. The 


failure of the grass crop in South 
eastern Minnesota last year put live 
stock on short allowance all winter, and 


as the ops | has deen backward there is no 
rase yet and farmers are still compelled to 
yfeed. This has not been the case for sev- 
eral years and it is felt severely by the poorer 
class ot tarmers. The rain of the past week 
turned to snow in many places, but this has 
dane no harm to grain already in the ground, 
unless the weather should continue cold; tu 
which case the seed would rot or be slow in 


starting. It is believed that the 
Snow and cold rain has killed 
the chinch-bugs, which had begun to 


make tneir appearance in these connties which 
suffered so severely last year and this gives 
the farmers some hope that they may yet have 
better crops than they would, had the weather 
been warmand dry. It is yet too eariy to 
make predictions with any degree of certainty 
asto the extent of the wheat acreage. In 
Southern Minnesota there will probably be 
less sown On account of the lateness of the 
season and the damage to the crop last year 
by chinch-bugs. In the Northern part of 
the State the acreage is about the same as near 
as Can be learned, and in Dakota there will be 
more sown than last year. On the whole 
there seems to be a well-settled opinion that 
in the State and Territory there will be nearly 
— not quite as much wheat sown as there was 
in 1887. Actual returns as tothe acreage may 
show more or less. The Northern Pacific peo- 
ple say the farmers along the line of their road 
0th In Minnesota and Dakota are devoting 
their land to all kinds ofcrops more eve 
year. On old ground the wheat acreage wil 
— be less this year if there h any dif- 
erence.

ore shipments here. He spent several days here 
and left three or four days ago. Before leav- 
ing he expressed himself as entirely satisfied 
with the manner in which the tariff law is in- 
forced here as regards lead ore, and said that 
he should report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury accordingly. He said ue found that 
Collector McGoffin was inforcing the law 
strictly, and that if there was any fault it was 
in the law itself. 

To the PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent Col- 
lector McGoffin said: There was imported in 
the United States from Mexico at EI Paso 
during the year 1887 over 45,000 tons of 
silver ore, with aneverage value of over $64 
per ton. Most of this ore cover more 
or less lead, usually from 12 to 80 per cent, 
sometimes 66 per cent or more. nder the 
instructions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, we first inquired whether the 


value of the lead or that of the 


silver in the ore is the greater. 
It the value of the silver is greater it goes 
through free of duty as silver ore; ifthe value 
of the lead exceeds the value of the silver the 
ore must pay a duty of 1% cents per pound 
or $30 per ton. Now in estimating 


the value, we must take the value in the 


country from which the article is imported, 


As a matter of fact ‘lead ore is almost 


worthless iu Mexico. We called the 
lead worth 2 cents per pound. The

S100x Crrr, Io., May 5.—A special from Da- 
kota City, Neb., just across the Missouri 
River, says: ‘Yesterday a number of people 
went down to Winnebago reservation for 
a brief hunt and were joined by 
a number of agency people, in- 
eluding several Indians.

One day last 
September Mrs. Keeler euddenly disappeared 
from her home, and since then nothing has 
been seen or beard of her until yesterday 
morning, when her decomposed body was 
found in the cellar ofthe house formerly oc- 
cupied by her and her husband, The autnor- 
ities were putonthe track of the murderer 
by the receipt ofan anonymous letter, which 
stated thatifthecellarof the Keeler house 
was searched something very interesting 
would be fouud. The sheriff of the county 
and two constables made the search yester- 
day morning and were horrified when they 
came upon the body of a woman, All the 
clothes were eaten off by rats and the flesh 
was nearly all stripped off the bones. The 
woman was identified by her ear-rings,. It 
is believed that Keeler murdered his wife one 
day last September, and then took her body 
and buried it under the house. There wasa big 
out over the forehead as if made by a hatchet. 
At the time Mrs. Keeler disappeared her 
husband gave it out that she had gone out 
West to visit relatives. Keeler left for Cali- 
fornia last January. A detective will start for 
that distant State at once, if possible ar- 
rest him and bring him to justice if he is the 
murderer. The. finding of the body created 
great excitement in Wyoming County yester- 
day. If the quiet and peaceable citizens of 
the county could lay hands on the murderer 
he would be lynched at once.

He was in the enjoyment of one of 
his sulky moods and he cured no more for 
Jailer Folz than anybody else. 80, 
alter a lecture on the evils of disobedience, 
Zepbh was taken by the jailer’s orders out of 
his cell while in bed this morning and put into 
cell No. II, the one in which Anarchist Ling 
blew his head off. Davis was kept shackled 
all the time, because the officials see in him a 
desperate man, and they take absolutely no 
chances with him.

Secretary Whitney has a coat-of-arms,but he 
does not, asa rule, putit on his note paper. 
He comes of an old Massachusetts family, and 
his blue blood saines out through his classic 
features. 
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Lamar is now a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, but he comes of one of the most noted 
families of the country, and nearly all of the 
members of the Supreme Bench are of blue 
blood. Chief Justice Waite had the right to 
his coat-of-arms, and it was one of the Waites 
who signed the death-warrant of Charies I. as 
judge. Judge Miller has probably the right to 
the coat-of-arms of the Millers, whieh has a 
fierce wolf's head as a crest, and which boasts 
three wolves’ heads on its shield. These arms 
have been for over one hundred and seventy- 
five years in the possession of the descendants 
of Samuel Miller of New England, who married 
the daughter of Joseph Belcher of Boston, and 
who was a man of large means. A Nicholas 
Miller, who was the Sheriff of the County of 
Kent, in England, in Charles the I.’s time, bore 
these arms, and many of the Miller families in 
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Hosiery.

year. The list of bulls on the Chicago Board 
of Trade comprise four-fifths of the intelli-. 
gence, information and wealth of the organi- 
zation, and strange as it may seem they find 
themselves confronted with a wall of skepti- 
cism on all sides. The outside country can be 
relied upon to do the wrong thing nine times 
out of ten, and it looks as though this was not 
going to be the exceptional time. It is usually 
bullish, stubbornly and unswervingly bullish, 
and therefore usually wrong.

The corn market is seemingly approaching a 
climaxic stage.

The week’s developments in provisions fav- 
ored the side of holders. The showing made 
of the stocks held here at the close of April 
was in some respects smaller than expected. 
The number of hegs marketed failed to 
reach early estimates, cash buyers were 
freer and more general in their inquiries 
and the deliveries made on May contract 
were too limited to occasion long disturbance. 
The amount of property passed around at the 
opening of the present month was, in fact, 
much smaller than was very generally pre- 
dicted. Rather fair deliveries were made of 
lard, but of short ribs they scarcely ex- 
ceeded 2,500,000 pounds, while of pork they 
were comparatively insignificant. The de- 
liveries of the latier article, however, con- 
firmed the suspicions previously entertained 
that the Fowler-Swift syndicate has sold their 
holdings on the late rise in prices and, as 
a faction, were practicaliy out of 
the deal. The Short ribs delivered 
landed in various bands, but the lard was 
taken and paid for by English parties who 
bad arrangements made for its shipment 
abroad. Lard has fully recovered from the 
effect of Bartie’s ‘revelations’ before the In- 
vestigating Committee of Congress. It is 
wanted by foreign and domestic consumers, 
and iftbereis any truth in the stories now 
being circulated one-fourth of the stock at 
present on hand will be shipped before the 
close of the coming week. uyers of cash 
product of all descriptions are now begin- 
ning to find it necessary to come to 
Chicago for assortments of supplies, and with 
the stocks nowise burdensome and the run of 
hogs under expectations, the condition and 
surroundings of the market are 
certainly encouraging. It is, perhaps, too 
early in the summer season for packers to be 
friendly tothe bull side, but the feeling in 
favor of better prices is evidently well 
grounded, and to the dismay of the bears, 
shows a disposition to spread. Ina speculat- 
ive way trading under this head at the present 
time is quite satisfactory, considering the at- 
tention extended to the leading cereals. Even 
more than fair activity was the rule last 
week aud at times considerable interest was 
displayed. Lard was again the gamest article 
in the list, yet the advance which it sus- 
tained was smaller than that witnessed in 
pork, and only a little more than the im- 
provement established in short ribs.

This 
lack of outside buying is one of the 
chief reasons the advance has been 
checked and the market has acted so heavy of 


late. Another reason is that the chronic bulls 
and converted bears are loaded with about all 
the wheat th care about lugging around 
with them. That damage has en done is 
incontestable, but that it has been and still is 
grossly exaggerated is beginning to be geneér- 
ally believed. The present weather is just 
what was wanted, and already the prospects 
of the crops are beginning to change for the 
better. ichigan is talking now about an av- 
erage crop, and the Indiana and Ohio crops 
are reported as looking greatly improved. The 
Government report comes out next 2 
and may, probably will, show a reduction in 
condition from the 8th of April, but the 
chances from now on favor an improvement 
in the crop’s condition instead of a retrogres-

When the State Board of Agriculture’s re- 
port appeared in one ot yesterday morning’s 

apers placing the wheat crop of Missouri at 
4,194,398 bu, nearly everybody exclaimed, A 
mistake! Last yeer’s crop was over 27,000,- 
000 bu, and there could be no such falling off 
it was thought, especially as the present con- 
dition was placed at 87.5 or 5 points up and 
only 9 per cent had been plowed up. et in 
answer to atelegraphic inquiry from _ Secre- 
tary George H. Morgan, Secretary J. W. San- 
born of the State ard wired back that his 
14,000,000-bu estimate was correct. 


The question of whether May co 
cornered or not is still unanswe , but per- 
plexes no one, as no one seems to care 
whether itisor not. The Grier Commission 
Co. claim there is still 1,000,000 bushels owing 
them, but diligent inguiry among other trad- 
ers failed to turn up any large lines. Yet there 
may be enough shortage scattered around 
through the crowd and owing by outsiders 
direct to Grier to make up this amount. As 
corn is selling on an actual demand at present 
prices, there te no talk now of manipulation 
and not much show for it to go a great deal 
lower. In May oatsthere is said to be a good- 
sized shortage, and the stock in store here 
continues to run down, through a steady move- 
ment out by river. Advices from the county, 
however, are that the supplies held back are 
large and will be moved to market as soon as 
the farmers get ee their spring work. It 
is expected there will plenty of oats here to 
fill all May contracts now out. 


A picking-up in the demand for flour was 
announced by most of the city mills towards 
the close of the week. The reason given for 
this improvement was that country mills that 
have been competing steadily and generally 
successfully with the St. Louis manufacture in 
furnishing different localities with supplies, 
find that the stocks of wheatin their sections 
and upon which they have been drawing is 
about exhausted, ornearly so, at the best. 
This lack ofthe raw material will be felt more 
and more, too, at any rate untilthe new crop 
begins to move, and will send orders to St. 
Louls, that tor some time have been filled else- 
where. The demand continues to be an en- 
tirely local consumptive one, and came nearly 
allfrom the South. Ifthere was any export 
business it was so insignificant and of such a 
special nature that it had no significance. 
There has been no changes in the price of 
flour, and millers are holding up their rates 
with great stiffness. This they have to do, 
owing to the figures paid for wheat.

The sell-out, equal division and{distribution 
scheme has been hatched out and may be 
brought before the Exchange members to be 
voted upon.

ago, will enter into a 
matrimonial alliance 
with the Earl of Arran, 
1 an Irish lord, who 
spent part of the win- 
0 tox in New York, thus 
adding to the list of titled American women in 
London two more handsome, wealthy and 
gentle representatives ot this great and gliori- 
ous country, suggests that a glance at the field 
up to date might be of general interest. 

So far as New York fashionable society is 
concerned Consuela Yznhaga is regarded as the 
pioneer. Doubtless, if the history of alliances 
between Republican Americans and titled 
foreigners were gone into, it would be dis- 
covered that a number of them antedate Con- 
suela Yznaga’s marriage with Lord Mande- 
ville. But the present movement, 80 to 
speak, was certainly inaugurated with this 
interesting event. It occured some- 
thing more than ten years ago. 
At that time Lord Mandeville was 
making his first visit to this country, and was 
received with a good deal of cordiality. Miss 
Yenaga was a girl of good family and at- 
tractive manners, who had any quantity of 
good friends in society, but no fortune. A 
witty but rather cruel club man described 
her as the pet of the spare bed-rooms. That is 
tosay she spent most of her time visiting 
among her friends. Of course when Mande- 
ville came over here she met him at all kinds 
of entertainments, and fired by an essentially 
womanly ambition she determined to marry 
bim.

With respect to 
the kindness experienced by them at the 
hands of the Vanderbilts a diverting story is 
told of how when Lord Mandeville was shown 
to the apartments in the Vanderbilt mansion 
he discovered very much to his gratification 
that all the articles in the room were marked 
with his crest. He thought this an evidence 
of peculiar thoughtfulness on the part of his 
host and hostess, until he learned in due 
course of time that the crest had been pur- 
chased by the Vanderbilts while in England 
without any particular knowledge of whose 
crest it was, but after having it printed and 
embroidered throughout the single suite of 
apartments in which Lord Mandeville found 
it they came to the conclusion that the crest 
was not to their liking and it was not used in 
any other part of the house. 

Lady Mandeville is said to be the most pop- 
ular woman in London 8 Her entertain- 
ments are ot a very modest kind because she 
has no money to make them otherwise. But 
Americans who have called on her in London 
say thather small, out-of-the-way house is 
crowded by a more distinguished compan 
than isto be found in any other house in the 
English metropolis. They take her cold 
boullion and other unpretentious refections 
without any criticism whatever. She is a 
handsome woman with rather a reflective cast 
ofcountenance. Her photograph is familiar 
to people who take an interest 2 such things.

Hammersley’s income was estimated at some- 
thing like $200,000 a year, which in afew years 
would aggregate a fortune in itself, the Earl 
was very much interested and remarked that 
Mrs. Hammersley certainly had very pretty 
blue eyes. 

AMERICAN WIDOWS IN LONDON. 
Mrs. Hammersiey and Mrs. Roberts would 
of course add the wealthy American widow 
element to the list of London beauties. If itis 
added, however, forthe first time it will not 
be because no previous attempts have been 
made by members of the English aristocracy 
to make this simple and charming addition. 
Englishmen, as is well known, have never 
been averse to paying court to lovely women 
who are the fortunate heirs of husbands rather 
than of fathers.

He was 80 
years of age, and on his death left her an 


enormous fortune. This marriage was prob- 
ably the biggest social sensation New York 
has ever known. Mr. Lord and Mrs. Hicks 
were married by Cardinal McCloskey, Mr. 


Lord having made no previous announcement 
to his family, and the —_ disappeared 
from public view. Theonly knowledge that 
Mr. Lord’s family had of the marriage was 
from the simple announcement in the daily 
papers. They immediately applied for a 
commission to inquire into Mr. Lord’s sanity, 
and for an entire month both the lawyers and 
reporters were sceking Mr. Lord’s where- 
abouts. But both he and Mrs. Hicks had dis- 
appeared as though the earth had swallowed 
them up. At the end of the month they 
emerged from — y and stated that they 
had spent the intervening time at Mrs. Hicks’ 
residence, No. 14 West Fourteenth street—an 
old house which has since been made over 
into stores. 
Besides Mrs. Hammersly., Mrs. Roberts and 
„ Mrs. Frederick Neilson, Mrs. Hicks - 
rd is the ony American widow now whose 
fortune is calculated to inspire matrimonial re- 
flections on the part of foreign noblemen. Be- 
fore she married Mr. Lord her fortune was 
estimated to be about $30,000a year, and that 
marriage has in all probability quadrupled it.

It is in summer fabrics and their fashioning 
that the daintest fancies are realized.

filmy cotton stuffs is an infinite variety of

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THE BACON CIPHER 


Which Igaatius Donnelly 
Found in Shakspeare’s 
Plays. 


The Post-Dispatch Reveals the 
Wonderful Key 
Number 


With Which Donnelly Unlocked 
Francis Bacon’s 
Secret. 


The Manner in Which the Extraordinary 
Number Was Obtained—Its Influence in 
the So-Called Cipher — Modifiers Are 
Thick as Flies in Summer Time—The 
Cipher an Ingeniously Arranged Disguise 
for a Simple Case of Arithmetical Pro- 


gression. 


GNATIUS DONNELLY’S book, 
»The Great Cryptogram,’’ X. 
S. Peale & Co., publishers, is 
just out. The last halt of it 
Jooks to me likea huge arith- 
meticaljoke. Mr. Donnelly 
says he has found a cipher in 
two of the Shakespeare plays 
the first and second Henry 
IV.,“ and out of a labyrinth 
of calculations he weaves a 
story concerning Shakspeare 
‘ | which reflects sadly upon the 
late Bard ot Avon, and does no par- 
ticular credit either to the gentleman 
who concealed the story beneatha mass of 
figures or to the gentleman who uncovered it. 
There is a great deal of ciphering in Mr. 
Donnelly’s book, but I am very much afraid 
for Donnelly’s sake and for the sake of the 
publishers, who have certainly displayed 
great enterprise and considerable art in get- 
ting out the work, that there is very little 
cipher in it. 

The story which Mr. Donnelly claims to have 
found inthe plays could have no possible value 
without a cipher mystery with which to bolster 
it up. Therefore, Mr. Donnelly gives us a 
cipher. This cipher is based upon an as- 
sumption on Mr. Donnelly’s part that he is 
familiar with the story which Francis Bacon 
inserted in the plays. He leads his so-called 
cipher along the trail of this story, and by an 
ingenious and plausible array of figures 
makes it look so pretty and perfect that he 
bimeelf finally arrives at the belief that the 
so-called eipher is finding the story and not 
the story the cipher, which is really the case. 
In his enthusiasm Mr. Donnelly has permitted 
the clpher to run away with his judgment, for 
he is most certainly honest in his belief in the 
cipher. If he were not honest in his belief he 
could not have done his work so conscien- 
tiously and thoroughly as he has done it. His 
honesty is further and perhaps most strongly 
corroborated im his expresed refusal to let the 

une into the secret of his cipher. He gives 
the root numbers, as he calls them, from 
which he obtains his results—the numbers be- 
ing 505, 506, 513, 516 and 523—and he says: 

THE SECRET. 

**These are the keys that unlock this part of 
the cipher story, in the two plays, first and 
second Henry IV. They do not unlock it all; 
nor would they apply to any other plays. 
They are the product of multiplying certain 
figures in the first column of page 74 by certain 
other figures. The explantion of the way in 
which they are obtained I reserve for the 
present, intending in the future to work out 
the remainder of the narrative in these two 
plays, which I here leave unfinished. 
My publishers concur with me in the 
belief that the copyright lawsof the United 
States will not give me any exclusive right to 
the publication of that part of the cipher nar- 
rative in the plays which is not worked out by 
myself. I shall therefore have worked for 
the benefit of others, unlessin this way I am 
able to protect myself.“ 

This is the talk ofan honest man, most as 
suredly. And if Mr. Donnelly really hada 
cipher his discovery of it should be *respected 
and protected. If Mr. Donnelly were not bon- 
est and conscientious in his bellef and work I 
would be Iinelined to accept the foregoing’ 
Paragraph as a bait for extensive free adver- 
t'sing—a standing invitation to every crank in 
the country to rush into print with an expla- 
bation of the so-called cipher and thereby call 
Widespread attention to the work. But putting 
sil things together there is no other deduction 
possible than that a pretty combination of 
gros has deluded Mr. Donnelly, and that he 
is sincerely and enthusiastically misled in this 
matter. 

U cipher can be briefly explained. From 
the root numbers 605, 506, 518, 516 and 523 by 
means of numerous modifiers he locates cer- 
tam words in certain columns of the Shak- 
*peare folio of 1623, which are necessary to his 
‘tory. The modifiers, and not the key num- 
ver, are Mr. Donnelly’s friends, or rather bis 
Ceceivers, in his method of caleulating. To 
‘ou prehend clearly what is meant by modi- 
hers, and what the modifiers themselves are, 
turn to page 680 of Donnelly’s book and ex- 
‘tine the diagram of pages 78 and 74:

The heart ot the mystery, or the secretof the 
eber, Mr. Donnehy tells us, ts located here, 
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whee in and between these two pages. Hels 
right, tor here are grouped the deadly modi- 
fiers with which Mr. Donnelly annihilates as 
many numbers as he pleases. The pages are 
subdivided by scene intermissions or stage 
directions into several parts. The first column 
of page 78 is broken into three 
subdivisions. First by the stage di- 
rection, ‘‘A retreat is sounded,’’ and next by 
‘*Bcena Quarta.’’ The second column 
of page 73 is subdivided into two parts by the 
stage direction, ‘‘Exit Worcester and Ver- 
non. As will be seen by the diagram, the 
number of words in each of these spaces is 
given with the numberof byphens, the num- 
ber of bracket-words and the number of 
hyphens in brackets. The first column of 
page 74 is intact. Thesecond column is broken 
into three parts by stage directions. The 
numper of bracket-words, hyphens and inde- 
pendent words in the spaces are given 
as on page 78. All these num 
bers are modifiers, but they are not 
the only modifiers. Mr. Donnelly has a way 
of counting from the end and beginning and 
from the first words of scenes which consid- 
erably modifies the modifiers. Take the first 
column of page 73 for instance. He gives us 
the following tabulated statement concern 
ing it:

„Now all these numbers, says Mr. 
nelly, ‘‘intheir due and regular order, be- 
come modifiers of the root numbers whereby 
the cipher story is worked out. 

But there is another set of modifying num- 
bers inthe second column of page 73, which 
by the same processes applied to the first col- 
umn yield the following numbers: 28, 209, 212, 
237, 240, 209, 208 and 211. 

The second column of page 74 gives us the 
following modifiers: 50, 168, 30, 51, 167, 218, 
219, 248, 29,30, 198 and 197. The 22 bracket- 
words and2 hyphens add new modifications 
ofthis section which yield these numbers: 
168, 189, 169, 190, 30, 31 and 32. 

The first column of page 74 contains no 
breaks or subdivisions. There are 284 words 
in the text, besides ten words in brackets, 
seven hyphenated words and one hyphenated 
word inside a bracket. The combination per- 
mits the use of the following modifiers:

THE MODIFIERS. 

Here now we have allthe prime modifiers 
on pages 73 and 74, and when we place them in 
order we find they are: 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 50, 
51, 62, 63, 79, 80, 90, 91, 141, 142, 167, 168, 169, 189, 
208, 209, 211, 212, 218, 219, 237, 240, 283, 284, 294, 
291, 301 and 302—a gbodly stock to start with. 

And there are other modifiers which play in 
and out between these: the bracket words, 
hyphenated words and hyphenated words in 
brackets, which exist on pages 73 and 74. Mul- 
tipliers, Mr. Donnelly cails them, and they 
are such, but not in the strict meaning of the 
word. Thereis no necessity for multiplica- 
tion in Mr. Donnelly’s calculations. His use 
of the multiplication table has nothing what- 
ever to do with the cipher,as it is ciphered, but 
the one solitary time that he does resort to it 
has the effect of increasing his faith in the 
mystery, and ot lending a new fascination to 
its seeming complexity. He says: 

»The multipliers which produce the root 
numbers (505, 506, 513, 516 and 523) are found 
in the first column of page 74. They are: 10 
(the number of bracket words); 7 (the 
number of byphenated words); II (the number 
of bracket words plus the one hyphenated 
word, post-horse, included in the bracket) ; and 
18 (the total of bracketed and hyphenated 
words in the column). 

Mr. Donne!ly was perfectly safe in making 
this statement, just as he was in making the 
statement first quoted thatthe root numbers 
505, 506, 518, 516 and 523, upon which his cipher 
hinges, were the product of multi- 
plying 7, 10, lland 18 ‘the figures found in the 
first column of page 74) by certain other fig- 
ures. They areno such thing. The London 
Standard’s arithmetician, who announcéd 
his disgust with the cipher be- 
cause 6523, ‘‘one of Mr. Donnelly’s mot 
important root-numbers,’’ was not 
obtained by multiplying certain unnamed 
numbers by certain other numbers, was very 
easily knocked out when he threw up his 
hands at this little misstatement. The figures 
7, 10, 11 and 18 are not multiples of 505, 506, 513, 
516 and 523, nor are they multiples of the key- 
number which Mr. Donnelly is keeping secret 
and by which he sets such great store. 


THE WONDERFUL KEY NUMBER. 
Let us see what this wonderful key-number 
is. Referring to the table concerning the 
first column of page 74, we find that the 
words of the text with the modifying hyphens 
and bracket words gives us these figures, 288, 
254, 291, 204, 301. Mr. Donnelly begins at 284 
and includes 802 in his modifiers, but this is 
unnecessary, and besides this Mr. Donnelly 
is hedging in his key number with all 
th darkness and mystery that he can 
afford. Subtract these modifiers from the 
root numbers in the order given and we get 
222. This is Mr. Donnelly’s key-number. 
Where did he get it? He says by multiplying 
7, 10, 11 and 18 by other numbers. Again he, 
unconsciously perhaps, takes liberties with 
the truth. I believe myself that he got it 
originally by multiplying the number of the 
page 74 by 8, the difference between the brack- 
et-words and hyphens in the first column and 
the exact number of bracket-words in the 
second column of page 78. It can be got, 
bhongh, in a variety of ways. 
Multiply (page) 78 by three, the number of 
bracket wordsin the second column of the 
page, andit yields 219. Add the number of 
bracket words on the page and you have 222. 
Add the text words in the first column of 
page 78 and substracti1 hyphen in the, same 
eolump. — (the words in third part of 
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of bracket and hyphenated words in the same 
column) and you have 222. 

Add 209 (words in second column of page 
7) and 8 (the bracket words) and 10 (the 
» bracket words of first column of page 7d) and 
again you have 222. 

Add so rds in first subdivision of second 
column of page 74)-and 168(words in second 
subdivision) and 2 (bracket and hyphen 
words in second subdivision) and from the 
sum subtract 18 (bracket and hyphen words in 
first column of page 74) and the remainder is 
222. 

Add 168 (words in second subdivision of sec- 
ond column of page 14), and 22 (bracket and 
h¥phen words in same subdivision), and 80 
(words in third subdivision of page 74), and 2 
(bracket ahd hyphen words in same subdi- 
vision), and the result is 222. 

Then, again, 284 (words in first-column of 
page 74) is obtained by adding 209(words in 
second subdivision of second column of page 
73) and 79 (words in last subdivision 
of first column of page 78), and subtracting 
4 (bracket and hyphen words on page 73) ; and 
from 284 you e 62 (words in second sub- 
division of first column of page 73 minus one 
hyphen word in same column) and you have 
222. 

BY MR. DONNELLY’S METHOD 

you can obtain 222 from every prime number 
on pages 78 and 74. It is, in fact, made up by 
modifiers found in these pages, and as it can 
pe arrived atin a dozen different ways it shows 
the versatility and adaptability of the Donnelly 
modifier. In fact 222 is the grand master 
modifier of the cipher. It fits into every 
subdivision of the two pages and contributes 
its quota to the elasticity of the cipher 
method. 

I have obtained it by easy processes of ad- 
dition and subtraction. Mr. Donnelly says 
he gets itby multiplication. So he can. It 
is a most accommodating modifier. First 
take 7 (hyphenated words in first column of 
page 74) and multiply it by 32 (bracket words 
in both columns of page 74); from the 
product subtract 2 (hyphenated words in 
secund column of page 74) and you have 222. 

Now take 10 (bracket words in first column 
of page 74) and multiply it by 22 (bracket words 
in second column) and from the product sub- 
tract 2 (hyphen words in second column) and 
you have 222. 

Next take II (bracket words in first column of 
page 74, including 1 hyphen word in brackets), 
multiply it by 22 (bracket words in second 
column) and from the product subtract 10 
(bracket words in first column) and you have 
222. 
The last of Mr. Donnelly’s multipliers 1s 
18. This is the number of bracket and hyphen 
words in the first column of page 74. Multiply 
it dy 12 (the difference between the bracket 
words in the two columns of page 74) and from 
the product substract 6 (the difference between 
the hyphens in the two columns) and you 
have 222. 

This key number is so easily obtained that it 
makes one laugh to read Mr. Donnelly’s para- 
graph about the necessity of keeping ita 
secret. 

The simplicity of the combination known 
as the reot-numbers is now apparent: 

283 plus 222 equals 505. 
264 plus 222 equals 506, 
291 plus 222 equais 518. 
204 plus 222 equals 516. 
301 plus 222 equals 523. 

But 283, 284, 291, 294 and 301, we see by Mr. 
Donnelly’s own confession, are modifiers, and 
222 is made up of modifiers, asI have shown, 
so the extraordinary root-numbers themselves 
are composed of modifiers, which, with X 
standing for the position of any desired word 
in a column, reduces the cipherto the simple 
equations: 

X plus modifiers equals 505. 

X plus modifiers equals 506. 

X plus modifiers equals 513. 

X plus modifiers equals 516. 

X plus modifiers equals 523. 
THE CONCLUSION. 

Ifnow X can be shown in connection with 
elther of the root numbers to have one or more 
positive values holding a fixed ratio or gelation 
towards each other,then the Donnelly cipher is 
allright. It the value of X is variable without 
rule then the cipher is all wrong. The modi- 
fiers begin, as we have seen, with 1 hy 
inthe last subdivision of the first column of 
page .73 and progress in 2, 3, 4, 5, 6,7 order 
for the counts go backward and forward, and 
there are four ways of counting the words, be- 
sides several ways of varying the starting 
points—up to Wl. Every hyphenated and 
bracketed word is a modifier. All the num- 
bers recited in another column as appertain- 
ing to the different subdivisons of pages 73 and 
74 are modifiers, every one of which 
is in turn modified by the bracket and 
hyphenated words on these two 
pages. When the cipher extends to anew 
page new modifiers in the shape of 
words and hyphenated and bracketed words 
are introduced. Andso the system extends 
and the mystery deepens, until modifiers as 
small as a unit and as large as 523, or, for that 
matter, as large as 523+40 (bracket and hyphen 
words on page 74) are obtained. There are, in 
fact, 505, 506, 513, 516, or 523 modifiers, as the 
case may be, in the Donnelly system. 
It is simply a case of arithmetical pro- 
gression with 506 to 523 terms, and the 
differential invariably a unit. If Bacon con- 
structed a cipher like that he simply did it to 
show that Shakspeare’s and Bacon’s stories 
were the same, and that the plays were to be 
read as they are written. 

lam afraid that Mr. Donnelly has not found 
a cipher in these two plays of Shakspeare, 
but he certainly has found a buoyant and beau- 
ful little modifier—the figure 1.

TRUSTEES CHARGED WITH FRAUD AND 
VIOLENCE TO THE PASTOR. 


St. &tephen’s German Reform Ch 
Chicago Sued by the Pastor The. Ce

HICAGO, III., May 
5.—In a suit filed in 
the Circuit Court this 
morning the Rev. 
Leonard C. Koehler, 
ex-pastor of St. 
Stephen’s German 
Reformed Church, 
makes a number of 
charges against the 
trustees and officers of the church, some of 
which are sensational. Mr. Koehler swears 
that prior to 1878 St. Stephen’s owned a build- 
ing at Wentworth avenue and Twenty-fifth 
street and several lots, the total value being 
about $15,000. In 1878, owing to disagreement 
among the members and fraud on the part of 
the officers, the church became involved 
in financial difficulties and was obliged to 
mortgage its property. A St. Louls merchant 
named Davis held the mortgage. He fore- 
closed, and Mr. Koehler bought the property 
for $10,000. By invoking the aid of his friends 
he managed to raise $6,000, leaving a balance 
of $4,000 unpaid. January 7, 1879, he was in- 
stalled pastor. Mr. Koehler worked hard 
among his congregation and in a few years 


the church. After awhile dissensions be- 
gan to arise among the members. A 
trust was formed between George Schedig, 
Henry Hafer, Conrad Mueller, Charles Har- 
der, Edward Fischer, Henry Grebnoz, William 
Haberichter, H. Hanneman, Arthur Guenther, 
August Mews and Ferd Juds to run the affairs 
ofthe church. They were all wealthy men, 
and by standing by each other were able to 
hold allthe offices for six years. This was 
against the wishes of the pastor and the pro- 
test ofthe other members, and Mr. Koehler 
thinks that it could only have been accom- 
plished by fraud. In the spring of 1886 
they entered into a conspiracy to oust 
the pastor, and finally told him he was 
dismissed. Sunday morning, June 6, 1886, Mr. 
Koebler in a happy frame of mind walked up 
the aisle and ascended the pulpit to preach, 
According to his petition, however, his dreams 
suffered a rude awakening, for ‘‘Hafer, 
Schedig and others seized him while he was 
inthe pulpit and wickedly, unlawfully, vio- 
lently, maliciously and brutally dragged him 
down and cruelly beat him. He then ieft

continued in office. Their actions have 
been such that one hundred mem- 
bers of the congregation seceded, and 
with Mr. Koehler are now worshipping at 
Grace Church. Moreover, the above men- 
tioned officers of the church have conducted 
themselves in a manner not at all becoming to 
church dignitaries. Instead of using the 
money collected to pay the debts of the 
church and defray its running expenses, they 
have 1 ated it and squandered it on 
themselves. r.

The case pro- 
ceeded to a decree, after an argument of 
five days by Mr. Judd in support of the 
apostolic succession, commencing with the 
Bible and running down through all the 
ecclesiastical works to the time of the trial on 
one side, and Mr. Fuller of three days on the 
opposite side, Mr. Fuller being backed up by 
the depositions of Dean Stanley and others, 
and Mr. Judd bythe depositions of Bishop 
Seymour and others. It was decided, Judge 
Erastus 8. Williams presiding, that the sen- 
tence of the deposition was wholly void, 
because it was a sentence based upon dis- 
obedience to a previous sentence of sus- 
pension. which previous sentence was wholly 
void, because the defendant had been tried 
by four men, when five were selected. 
The case was prosecuted to the Supreme 
Court, and that tribunal, Judge Scholfield de- 
livering the opinion, decided that Mr. Fuller’s 
original point was correct, and Judge 
Williams’ decision was affirmed. It may be 
remarked here that while the case was going 
on Dr. Cheney’s friends quietly bought up the 
property that was in dispute and presented it 
to his church, which is now one of the largest 
and most fashionable in Chicago. 

Notwithstanding the flerceness of this long 
struggle, which stirred up so much bitterness 
elsewhere,and had such important results, Mr. 
Fuller kept his temper and his allegiance 
perfectiy. Though fighting the church in the 
courts, he was always the close and intimate 
personal friend of Bishop Whitehouse, and 
remained a staunch Episcopalian. His argu- 
ments and success in this case first got hima 
name outside of the State. His practice now 
began toinclude heavy litigation. He had a 
great dealof what is called chamber prac- 
tice,’’ thatis settlement bv negotiations and 
soon. In 1874 he was leading counsel in what

Douglas, and Mr. Fuller confronted them for 
the heirs and won his case after a hard fight. 

Mr. Fuller had argued in the Supreme Court 
of lilinois and the Circuit Court of the United 
States in 1868 against the bank tax and March 
4, 1874, the very day Chief-Justice Waite took 
his seat on the bench, appeared before him 
and argued again. 


Other big cases of his about this time were 
the suit of the Union National Bank against 


Henry Ames & Co., of St. Louis on a draft 
which it was alleged the bank had discounted. 
A FORECLOSURE SUIT. 

On the arene of averbal promise that it 
should be paid, Mr. Fuller appeared in a Su- 
preme court case, the foreclosure of the Ohi- 
cago, Danville & Vincennes Railroad and an 
important case growing out of the same action 
in which he appeared forthe trustees of the 
first 3 in the Federal Court. The next 
year the South Park Commissioners in con- 
demning — — for the extensive park sys- 
tem which surround Chicago, got — suits 
with property owners in which $750,000 worth 


of real estate was involved. The issue 
in the suits was of the greatest 
inportance to Chicago. Mr. Fuller 


was counsel for the Commissioners with Ly- 
man Trumbulliand F. H. Kales. The suit was 
the first cause heard before Justice Harlan 
when he came to Chicago on his appointment 
tothe Supreme bench of the United States. 
From his decree three apbealp were taken and 
Mr. Fuller was the sole counsel for the Park 
Corporation upon the argument in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which lasted 
three * and in which W. C. Goudy, Robert 
Rae, R. G. Ingersoll and Judge E. 8. Williams 
participated. The decree was affirmed by a 
divide Court the cause having been 
heard only by six judges. This was in 1882, and 
subsequently another case arising out of this 
was carried tothe Supreme Court on appeal 
from a Gresham and argued by Mr. Isham 
on one sideand Mr. Fuller on the other and 
the decree in favor of the South Park Commis- 
sioners was affirmed. After this Mr. Fuller 
was made counsel for the Commissioners and 
had charge of all the many important suits in- 
volving the titles to the condemned park 
lands. One of his most noted 
cases about this was that of 
the Fourth National Bank against Mason 
and Slater of Rhode Island. It involved de- 
fendants’ liability on notes for about $200 ,000 
which had been signed by another firm. II. 
F. Waite, cousin of the late Chief-Justice and 
John N. Jewett §were for the bank and Ww. C. 
Goudy was associated with Mr. Fuller for the 
defense. The case was carried through the 
United States Citcuit Court and the defendants 
won.

This 
being the nature of a license was revocable at 
least so far as unacted on. The result of 
the case was that the city main- 
tained these claims. The act of 1869 was 
held lawfully repealed except to the slight ex- 
tent that the railroad company might 
be said to have acted under it. The 
victory caused great rejoicing in Chicago. In 
the case of Lees against Fowlerinthe United 
States Supreme Court, in which heavy inter- 
ests were involved, Mr. Fuller was opposed 
by Senator Edmunds and Mr. Page, but the 
decision was aflirmed by a divided court. 
In the case of Irons against 
t ho Manufacturers’ National Bank, 
Fuller was for the stockbolders of the bank, 
and in the Supreme Court succeeded in — 
Judge Biodgett’s decree against them reverse 
and the assessment upon them reduced 60 or 
70 per cent. About $250,000 of the assessment 
upon the stockholders was held invalid by the 
Supreme Court. Justice Matthews announced 
the opinion. 0 
Perry against Burton; this involved the

Lansing against Wiggins, acase in which 
the ownership of Rosehill Cemetery and a lia- 
bility of several hundred thousand dollars 
cameup. The complainants claimed owner- 
ship under scrip issued by the original owners 
of the land and novel questions were argued 
about collateral securities and the rights of 
parties in reference to incumbrances put upon 
the land in the first instance. 

The Wilbur F. Story will case, a celebrated 
piro of protracted litigation. Mr. Fuller ap- 
peared tor the divorced wife of Mr. Story, 
formerly owner of the Chicago Times. He 
claimed. for her the alimony awarded her 
in me decree for divorce and in addi- 
tion dower in all the real estate 
which Mr. Story had at the time of the divorce. 
The lower court decided in favor of dower, 
but against the alimony. The case was 
argued by Judge Trumbull on one side and 
Messrs. Fuller & Meller on the other in the 
January sitting of the Supreme Court, and it 
is still pending. 

Stone against Williamson in the Appellate 
Court; C. Goody was opposed to Mr. Fuller in 
the case, which was like many others of Mr. 
Fuller’s cases, about valuable real estate. 
Among other questions it presented was 
whether a trustee making a sale und?r a trust 
and had himself determined the amount of 
the bid made on behalf of the holder of the 
loan.

The case of Kershaw & Co. grew out of last 
year’s big $1,800,000 wheat deal, in which the 
firm went to pieces.

It is 
still pending. 

Meyers against Union National Bank. Here 
the complainant had certain checks of one J. 
R. Snyder on the bank. He telegraphed to the 
bank one Saturday asking if the checks would 
be good if presented the following Monday. 
The bank replied ‘‘Drafts named good now.“ 


The bank held the note of Snyder for 
„000 on demand and ascertaining 
shortly after the telegram in ues- 
tion that Snyder was failing, which 


Meyers knew but the bank did not, proceeded 
to demand paymentand charged up the note 
to Snyder’s account. Meyers’ checks arriv- 


ing afterward, payment was declined, and 
Meyers sued the bank. The Court 
held that the checks were not  ac- 
cepted by the bank’s telegram, the 


bank hada rightto make the demand, and 
that Meyers could not recover. Mr. Fuller 
was forthe bank. The three principal cases 
cited in this trial—Brokford against the First 
National Bank, Kaufman against Smith and 
Scudder against the Union National Bank— 
were all cases that Mr. Fuller had 
argued and won in the Supreme Court 
of this State and the United States. 

Miner against Herrick. A bill for the specific 
erformance of an alleged verbal contract to 
ease, Claiming permanent improvements had 

been made on the strength of the alleged 
promise. 

Lemoyne against Harding. A suit for por- 
tion involving the question of the repayment 
of some thousands of dollars of taxes as be- 
tween the purchaser at an administrator’s 
sale of an undivided one-half and the owner 
of the other half. 

Lemoyne against Shepard. A case in which 
the question came up as to the allowance of a 
claim against an estate upon a contract with 
decedent for sharein profits of real estate. 

Reidy against Stearns, a suit for damages 
for injuries received by the explosion of dyna- 
mite and several other actions growing out of 
it for negligence. 

Merchants’ National Bank against Park. 
This was a billto recover dividends received 
by apledger on shares of stock which re- 
mained pledged as collateral to notes re- 
newed from time to time for several years.

This was the celebrated annexationcase. Mr.

Besides these suits, Mr. Fuller has been re- 
tained d the year by Mr. McVicker, pro- 
prietor of oVicker's Theater, in his suit 
against the National Opera Co., in which the 
right of the company to change its title to 
the American Opera Oo. is involved; by the 
Illinois Central Railroad Co., with Jonn N.

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


The Preparations Going Forward in the Fx- 
position Building—Where the Delegates 
Will Sit—Accommodations for the Press 
and Public—The Speaker’s Stand and the 
Chairman’s Platform. 


HERE is such a pound- 
ing with hammers, 
scratching with saws 
and smoothing with 
planes in the north nave 
of the Exposition Build- 
ing as is only heard 
there in the weeks be- 
fore the opening of the 
fall exhibition. Yet pa- 
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godas, palaces and 
booths are not being 
constructed. The en- 


ergy of the carpenters is 
directed in quite an- 
other direction. They 
are building in that 
nave seating accomodations for the thousands 
who will come to St. Louis next month to see the 
next President nominated, and for the crowds 
that come after them to take part in the 
national song festival. The work is being

OLD-TIME TELEGRAPHY. 


How the News was Signalled From Sandy 
‘Hook a Halt Century Ago. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatcn. 

New Tonk, May 2.—There lives at the Signal 
Station of the Navesink Highlands an old gen- 
tleman of 80 who for over fifty years has been 
sending to this city the arrivals ot incoming 
steamersand salliing vessels. His name is 
William Havens and his immediate ancestors 
came from Wales to Shelter Island in 1600. 


Mr. Havens went to the Navesink Highlands 
in 1886 to take charge of the Signal Station that 
was in those days maintained ws, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange of New York. e is very 
old and has lost the use of one eye entirely by 
its long and continued straining at the tele- 
scope to make out signals, but the sight of the 
other eye remains good, and he can 
tell nearly all the vessels arriving at 
this port from their rig before they hoist their 
signals. To areporter who saw him recently 
he said: It is fifty-two years since I came 
here to watch for vessels, and except three 
short vacations, I have been here all these 
years. I have remained about the same, but 
there have been some wonderful improve- 
ments made in my time. Let me describe the 


signal station to you as it was when I went 
into it for the first time fifty odd years ago. It 
was just a box 8 feet square which was hoisted 


up ona pole orspar some 60 feet from the 
ground and this spar was braced = eight 
wooden braces and several ropes. unning 
up through the boxand up thirty more feet 
was another spar with long tron rods to brace 
it. On this spar above the house or box 
were two long black arms one placed 
above the other and arranged so that they 
could be worked inany position by a lever in 
the box. In front of the operator in the 
office was a clock face giving the various 
positions of the arm, and as numbers were

I do not know whatthe method is, but by 
using due care in making up the bill this need 
not occur. 

For police and fire purposes, the system 
shows a wonderful degree of intelligence, not

Should he de- 
cide, however, to shrink from the emergency 
before it arrives, he can go away from there 
or secrete himself and watch the surprise of 
the ambulance driver or the Fire Department 
when no mangled remains or forked fire fiend 
is found in that region. 

This system is also supposed to keep its eye 
peeled for police and inform the Central Sta- 
tion where the patrolman is all the time; also 
as to his temperature, pulse, perspiration and 
breath. It keepsa record of this at the main 
office on a ticker of its own, and the informa- 
tion may be published in the society columns 
of the paperin the morning. It enables a 
citizen to use his own discretion about sound- 
ing an alarm. He has only to be a citizen. He 
need not be a taxpayer or a vox populi. 
Should he be a citizen or declare his intention 
to become such, or even though be be a voter 
only, without any notion of ever being a cit- 
izen, he can help himself to the Fire Depart- 
ment or anything else by ringing up the Cen- 
tral Station.

THE NORTH NAVE 
of the Exposition, you will remember, is 
parallel with Entertainment Hall, and is in 
the rear of Music Hall. It extends from 
Thirteenth to Fourteenth street, having doors 
opening on both those streets, the Thirteenth 
street door looking east down Locust street 
and the Fourteenth street door looking west 
up Lucas Place. The nave was occupied last 
year by the most attractive displays in the 
Exposition, and will be rememberéd by many 
of their unique features. In order to make it in- 
toa hall for convention and saengerfest pur- 
poses, it was only necessary to separate it 
from the east and west naves by wood parti- 
tions and construct seats. Ofcourse the ex- 
hibitor’s houses had to be removed, and 
those that have not been taken from the build- 
ing have been stored inthe side naves. The 
tea garden alcove is also separated from the 
north nave by a partition. 

THE PLAN OF SEAT CONSTRUCTION 
issimple. It begins at the Eastern end of the 
nave, where some heavy timbera have been 
erected to form the basis for an amphitheater 
section. This basis will be covered with seats 
that will extend downward and westward 
about thirty feet, when they will terminate at 
the Chairman’s desk. Onalower level than 
this desk, beginning at the point where the 
Dirty Boy soap advertisement stood during 
the last Exposition, will be a platform large 
enough to accommodate 300 working report- 
ers. A space about twenty feet wide lies be- 
tween this piatform and the seats for the dele- 
gates which rise at about two inches to a 
foot from the point indicated tothe westward 


end of the hall. 

Under the galleries, beginning at a point 
about on a line with the§Chairman’s desk and 
extending westward until the rise of the dele- 
gates’ seats makes it impossible tot construct 
more ofthem, arelinesof boxes, which will 
be entered from a narrow passage-way in the 


rear. 

Above the boxes, between the tops of the 
boxes and the fleor of the gallery, will beseats 
for spectators—several rows of them. Almost 
as many persons will be accommodated there 
as in the galleries, where the seats are made 
to rise, circus fashion.

Numerous ‘‘panic’’ exits are being con- 
structed descending from the galleries into 
the naves, so that notwithstanding the im- 
mense seating accommodations of the place 
in case it should become necessary the hall 
can be emptied in a ve short time. The 
The great height of the hail will render per- 
fect ventilation easy. 

It will be remembered that during the first 
year of the Exposition the Arsenal Band oc- 
cupled the gallery at the western end of this 
nave. No fault was then found with the 
acoustics of the nave and every shade of Lib- 
erati’s notes could be heard in all portions ef 
the place.

A SKETCH OF GEN. BOULANGER AND HIS 
FAMILY. 


The General’s Parentage—Conjugal Infelici- 
ty—Something About His Daughters—His 
Liaison With Mile. Reichemberg—Eoche- 
fortand Boulanger—His Friendship for 
Laguerre,.

ARIS, April 23.—Gen. 

Boulanger descended 

from an ancient fam- 

ily of Brittany. His 
father was born at 

Rennes. After study- 

ing law in that city, he 

married a young En- 
glish woman, Miss 

Griffith, a native of 

Wales, whose family 

had settled at Rennes 

after the peace of 1815.

Channel. This was the case with the Griffiths. 

The General’s father was far from wealthy. 
But he was intelligent and a hagd worker, and 
the couple prospered at first. But neither hus- 
band nor wife was economical. Quite the con- 
trary; they always lived beyond their means. 
They had horses and carriages,and entertained 
a great deal, so that finally M. Boulanger was 
forced to sell his practice in order to pay his 
debts. He then moved to Nantes, where he 
became an insurance-broker. But the family 
remained only ashorttime in that city, and 
about 1860 settled permanently in Paris, 
where M. Boulanger busied himself with sev- 
eral different occupations. He was an in- 
surance-broker, a counselor at law and a 
money-lender. Among his clients may be 
mentioned the Marquis de Caux, the former 
husband of Patti. 

M. Boulanger was such a good business man 
that when he died, six years ago, he left a 
fortune that produced an income of about 
$4,000 a year, not a small sum in France, and 
apiece of property of some valine at Ville 
G’Avray, near Paris. 

THE GENERAL'S FATHER 
was of medium height, of a nervous tempera- 
ment and stiff in his manners. He always 
wore a mustache and goatee, which gave him 

a military air. In politics he was an ardent 

Bonapartist and an active member of the Im- 

perialist Electoral Committee of his city dis- 

trict. This is one of the reasons why the po-

M. Boulanger left three children, a son 
named Ernest, another son, Georges (the Gen- 
eral), and a daughter, who is to-day about 50 
and married to M. Le Predour, Naval Com- 
missary at Lorient and nephew of Admiral Le 
Predour. Mme. Le Predour ig on bad terms 
with her brother, the General, whom she 
never sees. _ be

One of 
Gen. Boulanger’s names is indeed Ernest, but 
in the family his elder brother was alone 
known by that name. 

A curious story is attached to Ernest Bou- 
langer. Three or four years ago, when the 
General was Minister of War, a murderer 
under the assumed name of Campi was con- 
demned to death. Throughout the trial the 
culprit refused to reveal his identity. M. 
Laguerre, Campi’s counsel, declared that his 
client would not make himself known out of 
regard for a relative who held a high rank in 


the army and who would receive a terrible 
biow it the truth were told. The assassin was 
ulllotined, and the public, misled by the 
riboultet, believed that it was the brother of 
the Minister of War who had been beheaded. 
Many people still cling to this notion, although 
there is not a word of truth in the report. 

THE GENERAL’S ONLY BROTHER, 
Ernest, would be to-day 65. But Campi, if he 
had lived, would now be scarcely 30. But 
what gave some ground to this false rumor 
was the giddy existence and mysteri dis- 
appearance of Ernest Boulanger. r 
having led as a young mansuch a wild life 
thatthe family would never pronounce his 
name, he disappeared. His cronies say that 
he went to the United States and was killed in 
the war of secession, but whether on the 
Northern or Southern side nobody seems to 
know. 

Mme. Boulanger, who still lives and of 
whom I shall have somethi to say further 
on, gave birth to Georzes at Rennes, in the 
house of her parents. This happened on 
April 29, 1837. The boy was educated at the 
College of Nantes, and on January 19, 1856, 
before he was 18, entered Saint-Cyr, the

Stage Favorites Who Design Their Wigs— 
Actresses Who Wear Wigs.

Myers has had to do with nearly all the the- 
atrical celebrities of the last twenty-five years. 
His place on Fourth avenue is lined with pho- 
tographs and other souvenirs. These are the 
sketches brought by the actors to show Myers 
what they want to look like in a particular 
part. A number of them are drawn by the 
men themselves. Weedon Groosmith, for in- 


stance, who was such a favorite for several 
seasons in Rosina Vokes’ company, is a pro- 
fessional painter as well as an actor, and the 
superb pen-and-ink bead to which his name Is 
attached is hisown work, showing the effect 
he wanted in a wig that he had made by 
Myers to take away with him for a part 
he was to play in London, Those who 
remember Mansfield in the part of the 
Lord Chancellor in ‘‘Iolanthe,’’ or as the 
Baron in the ‘*Parisian Romance,“ will real- 
ize how accurately this work is done when 
they compare their recollection of him with 
these sketches made beforehand.

Sarah 
Jewett used to take the palm for the natural 
look of her wigs. She took the greatest pains 
with them, varying the color according to her 
apprehension of the character she was doing, 
and always redressing them herself. Within 
the last few years Adah Rehan has become 
equally skilfull in the manipulation of her 
wigs. She, too, does not appear in her own 
hair once in five years. These ladies say that 
the great secret of natural looking wigs is to 
have as little hair on them as possible. This 
is just the opposite of the idea of the novice, 
who thinks the more hair the more cost, and 
the more cost the better wig.

Al- 
brecht, is the legitimate wife of the Hungarian 
Count Myari; Mme. Sakisch, who is known in 
America, isthe widow of the German Count 
Arco; Baroness Guylay Edelsheim is the wife 
of an able General In the Austrian-Hungarian 
army and recent military Governor of Hun- 
gary, whofirstsaw his future spouse when, 
as a Cavalry Captain, he used to frequent the 
orchestra of the Karl Theater, where sbe was 
one of the stars; Marie Schevarz, the spirited 
Abigail of the same play-house, was recently 
led up to the alter by the son ofan ex-Under- 
Secretary of State, Baron Mysenburg. 

I mightiengthen this list, put fe is long 
enough to show that the ‘‘ennobling’’ of ac- 
tresses by marriage is almost an every day 
occurrence in the upper circles of Vienna so- 
ciety. But it is very rare for the actress to 
keep up her connection with the theater after 
her marriage, unless the husband loses his 
fortune at the gaming tables or the races. 

BUT NOTHING OF THIS KIND 

has occurred in the wedded life of Charlotte 
Wolter. Count Sullivan is a member of the 
Jockey Club, is rich, has always held an hon- 
orable position in the higher circles of this 
city, and is not afflicted with those extrava.- 
gant tastes that often eat up the largest for- 
tunes. In marrying Fraulein Woiten he never 
entertained for an instant the idea of remov- 
ing her from the stage, where she is such an 
honor. He was fascinated by the actress be- 
fore wedding her, and it was the actress 
that he wished to love after the 
ceremony. Being himself an artist by na- 
ture, Count Sullivan felt that he would be 
culpable of the meanest selfishness if he were 
to deprive the Viennese theatrical word of its 
brightest ornament and confine her within the 
narrow circle of domestic life. 

Charlotte Wolter has been connected with 
the Burg Theater for twenty-six. years. She 
celebrated her ‘‘silver wedding’’ with this 
celebrated dramatic institution last year, amid 
the most enthusiastic popular ovations. 
The event was really a national fete. And yet 
Charlotte Wolter is only a Viennese by adop- 
tion, tor she was born on the banks of the 
Rhine at Cologne. When she first appeared 
on the stage her beauty was more striking 
than her acting, and theatrical managers 
seemed more interested in making the most of 
her physical attractions, her pretty face and 
me e than in cultivating ner dramatic 

alents.

COLOR-BLIND ACTRESSES. 


Their Inability to Select Pretty Dresses— 
Queer Professional Costumes. 


From the Morning Journal. 

What looked like a ridiculous theory when 
first formulated, is now generally accepted as 
the true one, and that is that the constant 
glare of the footlights ultimately makes either 
aman or a woman color-blind. He or she 
stands in an intense glare for several hours 
each day. How distressing this glare must be 
may easily be ascertained by engaging an up- 


per box at almost any one of our theaters 
where these boxes stand over the stage. Yet 
actors and actresses have to suffer this all the 
days of their lives. Ofcourse, on the stage, 
under this fierce light of the footlamps, gor- 
geous colors generally as primarily used look 
striking and well. But transfer these same 
hues tothe sunlightand a gare and unde- 
alable aspect of vulgarity is given the wearer. 

Not a few well-known actresses are so well 
aware of this impossibility of judging colors in 
their cases that they leave the question of 
costumes, both on and off the stage, entirely 
to their dressmakers and never pretend to 
dictate to them what their own judgment 
would be. 

Take an educated woman like Rose Cogh- 
lan, forinstance. She used to make all her 
own dresses forthe street and took pleasure 
inthe work. But after a while, as she says 
herself, she found her tastes running to all 
sorts of far-fetched colors and queer combina- 
tions that attracted an attention to whicb she 
was averse. All at once, and it was 
only seven or eight years ago, Miss 
Coghlian’s dressing, which continued to be as 
splendid as ever on the stage, became mark- 
edly demure on the street. The change was 
effected by her dressmakers, who have ever 
since chosen the lady’s dresses. Few ladies 
on Broadway now dress more quietly or ap- 
propriately than Miss Coghlan, and the selec- 
tion is invariably made from dark-hued 
colors. 

Now, little Lotta is a lady who hus never 
learned this great lesson, and the eccentricity 
of dress which she displayed many years ago 
when a variety dancer at the Bella Union 
Concert Hallin San Francisco continues now 
that she is worth probably a million of money. 
There isno doubt whatever that, though her 
eyes are very pretty and expressive, she is 
entirely color-blind and canuottell one hue 
from another. 

Aneven more eccentric dresser, both on 
and off the stage, is Miss Rosina Vokes, a 
charming lady personally, but who wears 
costumes that excite the amazement of all 
who know her. When she passes up Broad- 
way onthe arm of her husband it is simply 
impossible to avoid turning to gaze upon 
her eccentric apparel. It is a combination 
of every style and every color, and yet it is 
quite certain that the lady herself has no 
idea that she is provoking so much com- 
ment. 

There is a young lady at the Casino who is 
accounted quite handsome, but who is equally 
as color-blind as Lotta, and that is Miss Isa- 
belle Urquhart. The effect that can be 
brought about with her face and figure is 
shown in several very striking pictures of 
her that have had a large sale in shop win- 
dows. But in those cases her costumes have 
been the work of the artist photographer who 
posed her. Leave her to herself and * age in 
degenerates into what is little short of mad- 
ness in costume. Of course, on the stage, 
most of the dresses she wears are practically 
dictated to her by her manager. 

Sadie Martinot was always a very pretty 
dresser. Provably herlong and intermittent 
absences from the stage have saved her from 
that curse of actresses, color blindness. 

On the other hand, Miss Pauline Hall is not 
a good dresser. Whether it is color-blindness 
or ber Dutch descent, she is dowdy for so 

retty a woman. And this has sometimes 

een noticed in her stage dresses, soit is 
probable she has a good deal to do with the 
making of her own dresses, which is a mis- 
take for any actress. 

Such women as Mrs. Langtry and Mrs. Pot- 
ter hardly count in this matter, for they are 
not professional enough to be seriously afMflict- 
ed by any distinctly professional disease, ex- 
cepting the habitual one of enlargement ofthe 
head. However, even Mrs. Langt doesn’t 

retendto judge her own * — 4 „ but 
eaves it entirely to others, and Mrs. Potter, 
both on and off the stage, dresses as the 
28 lady she should never have ceased 
be. 


The Players’ Club.

The Players,“ anewclubon the plan of 
the English, only American in tone and man- 
agement, has started into being lately with 


signe of vitality. It isa New York institution. 
Mr. Edwin Booth, its President, made the 
club a present of its club-house, an elegant 
building on Gramercy Park valued at $100,000. 
Augustin Daly is the Vice-President and Law- 
rence Barrett, A. M. Palmerand Joseph Jef- 
ferson are directors. The purpose of the club 
is to preserve pictures, books and memorials 
of the stage, besides maintainin 
an elegant club on high socia 
principles, and thoroughly American in 
tone. This is a move in the right direc- 
tion, and being in the care of such distin- 

uished men can not fail to exert a beneficial 
nfluence upon the profession at large. The 
American actor has been getting hold of him- 
self, so to speak, in the last half-dozen years, 
and now appreciates his profession in its 
ideal, artistic and social relations. ‘‘The 
Players!“ will do more good, doubtless, than 
an hundred learned essays could accomplish 
in the defense of the stage and the drama. It 
only has been strange that an organization of 
the kind was not eariler effected. Actors have 
been aye club men, but they have never un- 
dertaken to establish inthis country a high- 
grade exclusive cluo, and the new move must 
be productive of admirable general and spe- 
cific results.

O VAGUE is the gen- 
eral idea as to how 
a bank note is made 
that we propose to ex- 
plain briefly the va- 
. rious processes it goes 
through before it is 
issued as a part of the 
money of the 
realm, saying, by 
way of introduction, 
thatthis country leads 
the world in bank- 
note engraving. Un- 
fortunately, the first consideration in making 
abank note is to prevent bad men from mak- 
ing acounterfeit of it, and therefore ail the 
notes of a certain denomination or vaiue 


they were engraved by hand this would not be 
the case; and, another thing, hand engraving 
is more easily counterfeited than the work 
done by the processes which we are going to 
describe. 

Every note ig printed from a steel plate, in

then given to the engraver, who uses a steel 
point to mark on it all the outlines of the pict- 
ure. The plate is inked and a print taken 


been softened by heating it red bot and letting 
it cool slowly. It ts then put in a press and an 
exact copy of the outline is thus made on the 
steel plate. Thies the engraver finishes with 
his graver, @ tool with a tbhree-cornered point, 
which cuts aciean line without leaving a rough 
edge. 

Now, this plate is used for — other 
r is pever used to print from. it must 

e made very bard, and this is done by heat- 
ing it and qeeting it qguickiy. A little roller of 
softened steel is then rolled over it by a 
powerful machine until ite surface has been 
forced into all the lines cut into the plate. 
The outlines of the vignette are thus trans- 
ferred tothe roller in raised lines, and after 
the roller is hardened it is used to roll over 
plates of softened steel and thus make in 
them sunken lines exactly like those in the 
plate originally engraved. 

The center picture is engraved and trans- 
ferred to a roller like the vignette, but the 
network in the upper corners and also on the 
back of the note 4s made by the lathe. This 
machine coste $5,000, a price that puts it de- 
yond the reach of counterfeiters, and its work 
is so perfect that it cannot be imitated by 
hand. The lathe engraves the network on 
softened steel, andthe figure in the middle of 
itis then enaraved by band. It is now hard- 
ened and transferred to a roller like the others. 

The plates {rom which the notes are to be 
printed are of softened steel and large enough 
to print four notes at once. Four engravin 
of the nete must, therefore, be made on it 
and this is done by rolling the hardened 
steel roliers containing the raised pictureseoyer

A reporter of the Post-DispaTou met, atthe 
Southern Hotel last night, a gentleman who 
has traveled in China and asked him if he had 
any personal knowledge of the slave trade in 
the East as brought to light through the 
official investigation in San Francisco. 

es, said he, ‘‘I saw enough of theslave 
trade while in the East to disgust me most 
thoroughly. I wasin China and Anam during 
1883 and 1884 and know of the existence of 
slavery even in Hong Kong, notwithstanding 
the efforts made by the British authorities to 
suppress it. Let I do vot think the San Fran- 
cisco supply comes from Hong Kong, except 
asthe port of departure of the trans-Pacific 
steamers. Dr, Stewart, the Registrar-General 
of Hong Kong, devotes a large portion of his 
time to the crushing-out of this tr and I 
feel confident the authorities there will do all 
in their power to ald our Government in put- 
ting down the business of shipping girls from 
there to American ports. 

HIS EXPERIESCE. 

Win you give the Post-DisPATCH some of 
your personal observations on this subject 
while in that country?“ 

»The particular branch of the slave traffic 
that flourishes in Hong Kong, and which gives 
the authorities there the greatest amount of 
trouble, said the traveler, “isthe importa- 
tion of kidnaped girls from the neighboring 
territory, especially from Tonquin. My body- 
servant was a young man from Saigon, whose 
varied accomplishments included a familiar 
acquaintance with several languages.

Ritohie, who Wasa ‘‘cub pilot with Mark 
Twain, and was until lately one of the pilots 
on the Baton Rouge under Horace Bixby. 
Ritchie is spoken of in Twain's ‘‘Lower Mis- 
sissippi,’’ as being blown up and rescued 
after hanging by his teeth on a cotton bale for 
nearly five miles. 
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„Why,“ said an old stager, ‘‘I wouldn't 
sleep on a railroad car for the whole road. No 
sir. Look at the collisions. S’pos’n’ one 
happens, where are you? Get all gut up, and 
youre on solid ground and can’t get away. If 
you’reon the river, anything happens you 
can swim ashore.’’ 

Yet there’s hardly one of these men but has 
been blown up, had a boat burned frum under 
him or been a victim to asnag. 

STEAMBOATING’S ZENITH. 

**This yere Levee didn’t look like it does 
now before these blarsted railroads eome,’’ 
sadly said one of the party in the room. 
**Them boats laid side by side, nose in, fora 
mile or 30, and perhaps with a lot of boats 
cavorting around outin the stream trying to 
nose a place in. No wharf- boats in those 
days. hey came right in like a horse to his 
feedin’-trough. Why, you couldn’t get any- 
where’s near the Levee; had watchmen sta- 
tioned clean up to Fourth street, at every oor - 
ner, to see that teams didn’t jam too 
much. No, sir; no such times now. 
Money was as free as water, and there was 
more money spent of a night tween the 
Levee and Broadway than there in a year 
now. The boys would come home from a trip 
and they’d blow in their ay. Oh, there 
were plenty of places to blow it in! On 
Fourth street, between Locust and Pine, 
there was a continuous string of faro 

and poker dens, and the same 

on Broadway, where near- 

house was a ambling 

They were in full blast all the time 

and the boys would buck the tiger pretty 
heavy. They never saved any money, blew it 
allin and then went back to their boats.’’ 

Not only was gambling indulged in heavily 
at St. Louis and New Orleans. but, says Capt. 
Louis A. Drouillardofthe City of St. Louis: 
As soon as a boat would get fairly started on 
atrip, all the tables in the cabins would be 
filled by little gambling parties. Gamblers 
would board the boats at New Or- 
leans and get all the money they 
wanted by the time they’d reach White River, 
and so they’d get off, tackle the next boat go- 
ing down and work their racket back to the 
Crescent City. Many fortunes changed bands 
in some of those trips, and I’ve known plant- 
ers to 

GAMBLE OFF THEIR SLAVES 

who were traveling with them, and in some 
cases wind up by shooting themselves or the 
card sharps. Most of the pas- 
sengers disappeared when the rail- 
roads came and so did the gamblers. 
The other changes are too numerousto men- 
tion. Formerly planters and farmers would 
bave wood-yards along the banks and the 
boats would run in when they ran short of 
fuel, buy a load for spot cash and continue on. 
These wood-yard men used to make quite a 
nice income, but coal came with the railroads 
and as the boats all carry it now the wood-yard 
man is an institution of the past, together 
with many ofthe other features. The boats 
now carry about five times as many tons, 
roustabouts or deckhands don’t rush the 
gangplank out, instead of which a steam 
windlass does the work, doing away with the 

rofanity which formerly accompanied this 
anding ceremony. Everything has changed 
and the pilote with the times. They nearly all 
spent their money like water, and when the 
chauge came they were left stranded.’’ 

Capt. Drouillard, Capt. Joseph Bryant and 
Capt. Horace Bixb are a few of the 
connecting links with the past, have com- 
fortable homes, are ‘‘pretty well fixed,’’ and 
—— owe their extended services to their 
acknowledged principles of sobriety ana gen- 
eral thrift, qualities which, had they been 
possessed by many of their comrades, would | 
still have found them as vigorous and hearty 
to-day. In a few yearsall that will be left of 
the old river glories will be a misty tale, 
which the growing generations will class with 
the departed aborigines who once sported 
— canoes in the deeply tinged Mississippi 
waters.

THE RELIGIOUS MASTERPIECE’S PLACE IN 
THE COMPOSER'S WORK. 


the Requiem Mus- Development of the 
Theme—lIts Annual Renditios Here. 


ORE than thirty years 

ago, when Verdi fin- 

ished IU Trovatore,’’ 

the most popular of

As each number was 

rendered the enthusi- 
asm of the listeners rose higher and higher, 
and at the end the most extravagant expres- 
sions of approval were heaped upon the com- 
poser’s head. The recipient of these compli- 
ments took them all with the greatest sang 
froid, and to an over-enthusiastic admirer 
who sald that now he would stand at the head 
of the immortal composers he replied: ‘‘Oh, 
this will do well enough for the crowd, 
but the time will come when I sha 
write music.’’ And the great maestro has 
kept his word. With the production oft Un 
Ballo in Maschera,’’ he bade farewell to the 
old Italian school. For years it was said that 
the prolific writer whose operas had often 
averaged two a year, had ceased to produce, 
but in truth he was beginning at last to create 
really great music—music that not only would 
catch the popular ear, but which would com- 
pel the attention of the severest critics and 
fascinate all lovers of elevated harmony. 
Already in single numbers such as the great 
quartette in ‘‘Rigoletto’’ he had shown his 
power. And now, at last, be produces ‘‘Don 
Carlos.’’ This was followed by ‘‘Aida’’ and 
the ‘‘Requiem Mass. and Verdi’s fame as 
one of the noblest as well as the most 
melodious of musicians was fixed for- 
ever. To these he has lately added Otello, 


which, if we may believe the unanimous testi- 
mony of the foreign critics, is well worthy of 
his latest and greatest manner, 
VERDI HAS LEARNED MUCH 
especially from Wagner. 
And, persistently refuses to 
acknowledge any debt to the great German in- 
novator, yet his influence is unmistakable in 
these later compositions. Still Verdi is no 
mere follower of a school. While he has 
broadened and elaborated his harmonie treat- 
ment, he has by no means lost 1 of 
that sensuous, rythmical flow of the Italian 
cantilena, and that dramatic fire which have 
been bis disti ishing characteristics, and 
which have rendered him so dear to — ay ee 
lar heart. He is still the same Verdi, but 
Verdi deepened and broadened by years of ex- 
perience and study. 

In the one great religious work which he 
has attempted, the Requiem Mass in Memo 
of Alessandro Manzouni,’’itseems as though all 
Verdi’s great powers were lavished on its cre- 
ation. While there are a few commonplace 
phrases, and some passages where a daring 
disregard of the strict rules of composition 
shock the conventional critic, yet the work is 
well worthy of the 6omposer and the great 
poet whose death it commemorates. its ren- 
dition has come to be an annual event of 
nearly all the choral societies. The annual 
rendering of it by the St uis Choral Society 
will take place next week, und an account 
the work will be interesting. 

The ‘‘Requiem’’ consists of seven so-called 
numbers; but as the second,the setting of 
the great Judgment Hyman, the Dies Irae,’’ 
has nine distinct sections, we may count the 
musica! divisions as sixteen. 

The first number, the Requiem“ and 
* tor chorus and quartette, ommences 
with a short prelude of five bars; the chorus 
enters with broken utterances, the orchestra 
carrying the melody,a theme of great beauty 
which is used again in the last namber and 
there fully developed—a style of treatment 
borrowed from Wagner, but used in Verdi’s 
own individual way. 

The solo voices one by one take up the 
phrase ‘‘Te decet hymnus’’ in an unaccom- 
panied quartette, and after a return of the 
chorus to the ‘‘Reguiem’’ the tenor. intro- 
duces a phrase of rich melody, the ‘‘Kyrie,’’ 
which is a model of lofty and sustained 
writing in eight parts for quartette and 
chorus, and, which, after a grand climax dies 
away in a series of harmonies which would re- 
mind one of Wagner, were not the melody so 
intensely Italian in character. 

THE DIES IRAE. 

Then with violent chords and hurrying 
scale passages, the chorus bursts forth with 
the awe-inspiring words of the opening stanza 
of the oo medieval hymn, the Dies Irae’’ 
(Day of Wrath), which forms the chief part of 
the Requlem Mass, and not only reminds 
the sinner that death awaits him, but after 
death is the judgment. 

The composer means that the hearer shall 
not forget this thought, and in true Wagneri- 
an fashion introduces this theme again and 
again, whenever the sentiment of the words 
seem to call for it, and so one rises from a 
—— of the uiem’’ with this one 

nepiring phrase ringing in his mind, never to 

be forgotten. There ig a second melody for 
the same words, which Verdi also uses fre- 
quently, and which donstantly reappears, 
especially in the accompaniment, and though 
not so startling as the first yet awakens 
a feeling otf dee d of that 
— day when the heavens shall vanish in 
Smoke. 

The Tuba Mirum’’ which depicts the 
soundings of the ‘‘lagt trump,’’ is rendered 
by a passage when the biasts of the trumpets 
in the orchestra are answered by others m 
a distance, and the chorus In recitation tell 
of the last gathering round the throne 
of God. 8 a basso recitation is a 
very dramatic solo for mezzo soprano, telling 
ofthe opening of the book which contains 
the record of the sins of the whole world. 
This is accompanied obligato by the chorus 
which at the close breaks out into the secon 
melody of the ‘‘Dies Irae,’’ forms a fitting 
introduction to the following trio for soprano, 
mezzo soprano and tenor: ‘‘Quid sum miser 
tune dicturus?’’ („What shall I. a wretch, 
then say?’’) 4s the last notes of the soprano 
die away the basses of the chorus burst forth 
into the Rex tremendae M King 
of awful majesty), which, with alva 
me!’’ (Save me!), is worked into a grand 
concerted effect for soloists, chorus and or- 
chestra. 

After these threatening phrases and frantic 
cries for rescue from the eternal fires, comes a 
sweetand touching Ea for forgiveness,

The Lux Tterna“ (Light Eternal) for the 
quartette opens with a recitative for mezzo- 
soprano, the harmonies of the accompani- 
ment reminding one of the ‘‘Grail Motivo’’ of 
‘*Lohengrin ;’’ but the resembiance is merel 
one of sentiment, for not a note of the beauti- 
ful phrase is borrowed from W er. It is all 
Verdi’sown, but it is Verdi his hi t 
mood. The following quartette is developed 
from a melody sung by the bass, with all the 
skill of the maestro at his best. 

THE LAST NUMBER 

‘*libera Me!“ (Deliver Me) is opened bya 
ted by the cho- 
rus on a harmonic sequence, which is a bold 
violation of the primary rules of thorough 
bass. Itis,however, the work ofa genius and 
when effectively rend is one the most 
impressive passages in the whole work. Then 
the soprano solo repeats a passage from the 
‘*Offertorium’’ and the full chorus once more 
rings out the terrible Dies Irae’’ in its en- 
tirety, to be followed by the reatful ‘‘Re- 
quiem’’ melody of the opening number. The 
orchestra is silent now; the clear soprano car- 
ries the heaveniy melody, accompanied 
pianissimo, by the chorus. Then after another 
short recitative, the altos lead with the final 
fugue whose massive sub and skilful 
treatment rendered it a fitting ciimax to a 
work at once intensely dramatic and oa 
religious. After a powerful pacsane in which 
the solo soprano soars into the highest regis- 
ter and the voices of the choras are tried to 
the utmost the tumult dies away into the sat- 
isfying chord of C major, on which the soloist 
resumes her monotone recitative actom- 
panied by the whispered prayer of the chorus, 
‘*Lord, deliver me from the death eternal on 
that awful day! Deliver me!“
